cs SIE mest Spanish of Spain” is 
the way Seville is described by 
B. the majority of visitors. whe 
travel down trom Misind and up trom 
Cadiz and come to a brief halt in this 
famed town of southern Spain, capital of 
ancient Andalusin, sun-swathed city of 
splotched shadows, where encroaching mo- 
demity stems ever to strugele futilely 
aginst the strongly entrenched, if slightly 
crumbling, glory of long age, 

And perhaps those folk who are want 
thus to describe Seville are night. Prol- 
ably nowhere-else in all the Therian Pen- 
instla does one come upon more definite 
traces of that luxorimnt Hower that was 
Old Spain than inthis city of a quarter 
ofa milion souls, which, straggles alung 
the banks of the slow-moving Gundal- 
quivir River. 

ln Mnetrid, in Barcelona, in other thriv- 
ing cities of the north and east, one t= in 
Spain, to be sure; but a Spain revivifed, 
ecamopolitan, conimercialized. Inthe high 
interior, [rom Ciceres to Castellin, one 
likewise knows Spain; but it ts a rural 
Spain, a credulous, cradled Spain, where 
the simple beauties of bine skies and ver- 
dant hillsides are somehow transmitted to 
one’s daily life (see map, page 314). 

And in the mountain-top towns of 
the south, crombled outposts of Moslem 


might, one finds the Spanish influence still 
strangely subdued by moldering remnants 
of the once far-flung Moorish entpire. 

Tut in Seville, now scintillating, now 
sleepy, is discovered a Spam net of the 
drowsing past, nor vet of the bustling 
present; it is an indiscriminate mingling 
of both Abiding through the centuries 
here on sun-sweypt slupes, the aty bas belt 
for itself a dwelling place of traditions;

In the Archives of the Indies they may 
inspect a few of the, literally, thousands of 
volumes and bundles of manuscripts treas- 
ured there, some of which are san! to have 
helonged originally to Christopher Colum- 
bus, and each of which tells a Httle of that 
fascinating story of romance and acven- 
ture which clothes Spain's former colonial 
empire, 

Or they may motor to the mins of Iti- 
liva and dwell for a brief moment on the 


scenes that onee were enacted there in the: 


old Roman amphitheater, where will be 
pointed aut the prison room of early Chris- 
tian martyrs, and but a step away the still- 
sinister chingeon wherein were himtsed cer 
tain lions, prelibatively drooling. 

And agam in Seville, if they be not ma 
hurry, there 3 the Tower of Gold, which, 
despite its being now only a prosaic port 
office, still sits smugly on the bank of the 
Guadalquivir os it ahd in the days when 
there passed through it fabulous quantities 
of gold won in the New World by the con- 
quistadores (see pages 284 and 292). 

The House of Pilate, popularly, burt er- 
roneoisly, believed! to be copied from the 
Jerusalem original, and ane of the finest 
specimens of the decoritive value of Se- 
Ville’s ceramic tile ; the Palace of San’ Telmo, 
new a seminary for priests, but still with 
its unsurpassed carved stone doorway; the 
American House, dedicated by a Spanish 
nobleman to the memory of Washmeton 
Irving asatribute to that great writer's love 
for Spain: the tobacco factory, fit to he the 
nalace of a queen, since it was the place 
where" Carmen” first sang and incidentally 
(according to a much-to-be-doubted story ) 
where she stil] works as one of the 3.000 
or more quite elderly laches employed there 
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in making cigars and cigareties—all of 
these and many more may be visited by 
these who do not feel impelled to catch 
the next express, or airplane, or motor 
bus for Cordova, or Granada, or Cadiz. 

And as the traveler wanders, wondering, 
he will poss through some of the most 
maintly maned streets on earth, Through 
be Street af the Love of God, or Serpents 
Street, er Pepper, where the houses grow 
80 near one another that the dweller's hie 
is his neighbor's, and family skeletons 
must perforce move cut from very em- 
harrassment; and old Coffin Street. and 
tear-by Lite Street, and the Street of 
Jess of the Great Power, and that of the 
Sweetheart of the River, ancd—alos! a 
bool tight be written about Seville’s 
streets, some eo wie a5 to be reminiscent 
of the Champs Elvsées, and others 30 nar- 
row a8 seriously to discomcert the smallest 
of inquimring-everd donkeys, be he too vo- 
laminously loaded with bread baskets, or 
milk cans, or veeectable and fruit hampers. 

While walking, be will likewise encoun- 
ter a native curiosity the ke of which is 
believed to exist nowhere else on earth. 
The foreigner, wandering through Seville's 
crooked streets, is the cynosure of every 
black or lirown or blue eve. ‘They stare 
from prilled windows, from high balconies, 
from desrwavs, from the bucks ef don- 
kevs, from coffee shops, from passers-by. 

OCuietly they stare, unless the object of 
their gaze be that fair sex which carries 
beanty so lightly, in which case wonder- 
ing lips will sometimes otter soith what 
eloquent eves shout aloud. They seem al- 
ways curigns, the Sevillanos, ther eves 
devouring one hungrily with a nove fixity, 
and contmuing so to devour even after 
che has turned the next corner.

by reason of the fact that the Rio Grande 
was no deterrent to the early Spanish dis-

pavilions on the most beautriul site to be 
found throughout the grounds, 

The Exposition, which is to stress par- 
ticularly exhitits ai fine arts, literature, 
and ‘history, is serving to add a. great 
wealth of new aid inimensely virile archi- 
hire to Seville's already-rich store, 

One of the United” States pavilions, ‘a 
permanent structure, is fashioned after the 
Spanish colonial style as fcamd in south- 
ern California. ‘The Argentine lnilding 1 
reminisernt. of the prodigal freedom. of 
widespread pampas, alhem with a certain 
Spanish restraint ever pervading. 

Mexico has constricted a pavilion that 
rushes one back to the civilized Mayan 
mysteries of long ago—lbiearre, almost 
fantasti¢,ever beautiful, Colombia’s tuild- 
ing is a pleasant hlend of Spanish TH Sst 
and colonial massiveness. Chile ts hailding 
a picturesque pile which recalls Spain's 
colonial glory as adapted to the mipyed- 
ness of the witd-torn Andes, 

And so on throuh the list of a dozen 
or more American republics that are cor- 
structing permanent buildings which, after 
the Exposition, will he used as the consular 
offices-and homes of the respective nations.

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of oe inbeg sbi bet brotherhoods of Seville, 

hey pass Slowly in procession through 
he streets, a sparkling ily—pass anil 
leave behind Sy ree: event asking alms.

THE QUEST BEGINS AT MALAGA 

We, the Artist and myself, started our 
quest for the out-of-the-way places on the 
Spanish Riviern, along the Mediterranedn 
comst from Gibraltar to Almeria. The 
center of this district is the seaport of 
Milaga, a ctty of 150,300 inhabitants, sur-

Asa general description of Malaga to- 
day, we need employ only three words:

AYISIt TO THE “KEVS: Or GRANADA” 


A rim of an hour and a half towk ts 
over the mountain range and inte the val- 
ley beyond, to the town of Loja. It ts 
lnalt on prints of rock, at the fot of 
rividish-fray hills, and is one of the most 
picturesque of the old towns of Anda- 
lista. Moors enlled it Losha, and 
becatse of the commanding situation of 
Loja and Alhamng, guarding the plain 
which spreads ont in front of Granardi, 
these two places were known as the “keys 
of Granada,” 

Loja was captured from the Moors in 
1488 by the Spanish Army, after a siege 
of thirty days, andl English archers, under 
Lord, Rivers, were conspicyous im this 
cnpnpement, | 

In the home of one of its prominent 
inhalittants we were shown tin okt vitae 
each leaf of which was of illuminated 
parchment, all inscribed by hand, which 
containe: an authentic history of the fam- 
ily, together with a complete cenealogical 
tree from the 3th to the 16th century, 
One of the ladies of the present gen- 
eration, had, after several years’ work, 
compiled a second volume, bringing the 
history down to date, These Spatiish 
fares count in centres rither than im 
verre: 

We took another route on our retin 
and passe! through Alhonn, held by the 
Moors until 182. An eorthquake de- 
strived a large part.of the town, with 
consilerable loss of life, in T8Ry. Many 
of the rumed Inuldings were left os they 
fell and are new miss-grown atl forlorn, 
but on the opposite side of the highway 
afte TOWS OT Neal, new, one-story houses, 
all alike, which were built to replace the 
ald, largely with money collected for. the 
purpose im Spanish-American republics. 
Our route carried ws through a gap in 
the mountain range. and then twisted down 
toward the sea through Vélez-Malaga to 
Puerto del Mar. 


4ALAGA’S BEST RATES CANNOT GE 
SHIMFED 


Around Vélez one pets into the vine 
yards, and of course they should not be 
left out of any impressions of southern 
Spain, As children, we learned that 
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“Milaga grapes are very good grapes,” 


and a visit to Malaga in August or Sep- 


tember will confirm the fact that there 
are ‘none better, ‘The-sad port of 1 is 
that no one can have the advatitage of 
tasting feal, genuine muscatel srapes ex- 
cept the fortunate ones who are on the 
spot when they are ripe, because they are 
so delicate that they cannot be exported. 

The so-called “Malaga grape,” packed 
in cork sawdust ath) shavings, that we 
need to. litte at the grocery store aroutid 
Christmins time, in teality comes from 
Almeria, An interesting scene at the 
port of shipment during the packing sea- 
som, In September and Oetoher, is to see 
steaier alter steumer take on a full'cargo 
of grapes and heave snchor for foreign 


ports, Almerin ships two million. of these 


little barrels in agood season (page 312). 


THE VINES OF MATLAGA'S WAISIN GRAPES 
®ROW ALONG THE GROUND 


The fest and fargest muscatel prapes 
grow, only ain the neighborhood of Mi- 
lan, und, if they cannot be shipped as 
grapes, the farmers do the next best thing 
and send them to us m the form of 
Talsing, 

In the country districts all over the 
province one sees the drying frames— 
smooth earthen surfaces, 18 or 20 feet 
lone bv 8 feet wide, one- end clevated 
above the other, and all covered with a 
laver of fine, clean gravel or sand, ‘“Phey 
are Placed, as a rule, to face the afternoon 
Sih, 

The vines are not troned up, as in 
France and Italy, bit run ‘along. the 
ground, the copious leaves sheltering. the 
luscious clusters, The grapes mre gath- 
ered] with the ereatest care and placed in 
the drying frames and, after about a 
week, tutoel over, so that the tinder side 
may have tts share of the Andalusian sun, 
They dry into raisins in aliout two wmeks, 
aml] so eytiable ts the climate that it is 
rarely necessary to cover them at night 
because of dew or rain. 

The very cicme of perfection in mius- 
entels is to be found back of Fisengirola, 
a little town on the sea, some 2o miles 
weet of Malaya, We were invited ta ote 
of the largest estates during drying time. 
saw 210 drymg frames full of “grapes. 
ail were told that the 200,000 vines pro- 
duced 700,000 pounds uf risms annually,

We went to Fuengirola by aritomeabile, 
transferred to a cart with high seats ar- 
ranged ali meg the aide and drawn hy two 
big mules. This carried os through sév- 


eral miles of vineyard; but soon the way 


became more dificult and we all changed 
ty donkey hacks: Finlly even 
metherct of transport failed and we walked 
the Inst mile. 


WHERE NUSCATELS BEACH FERPECTION 


Dozens anit dozens of lalorers were eut- 
ting the big ereen bunches, some ot which 
weighed three pounds and more, placing 
them in flat haskets, and carrying them on 
their heads to the drying frames. One was 
tempted to pick. and cal just a few, lm 
we were warned iy the foreman: 

“Don't do it, of you will spend the 
night with an-ache in the stomach you 
will not soon forget. They are warm 
now, and you must eat them until three 
hours after they are picked and. put in 
the house,” | 

When we came to the dwelling of the 
owner, this -fine old peritletian, 8 years 
of ape, sald: 

“You have seen my grapes, and now 
Vou hrust taste them. T know prapesof 
every country, aod 1 may say withont 
bragging that vou will never taste a ei rape 
that will equal these,” 

lt was a fact that their superiority was 
perfectly evident. We agreed innani- 


moush—and oné of our party was @ 


grape grower from California! 

In September and (etohber, on all the 
country rowds are seen countless trains 
of donkeys and-aviles, each carrer bearing 
inor or ax 22-pound boxes of raisins to 
the port of shipment. Half the cargo is 
strapped on each side of the animal, and 
often the picturesque pretisant is perched 
uf the donkey's back. between the boxes. 
The return cargo is composed of “empties,” 
to be filled with the delicious frit and 
nenin sent to market. About a million 
and a- half of these boxes of muscatel 

Tatsins are exported ench year. 


PACKING RAISINS POM AMERICA

other packing is.in pretty one-pound card- 
board boxes with cellophane or transpar- 
ent windows through which the fruit may 
be seer, all tied with gay ribbons. 

As soon as the raisins have been cried 
ane arn im the country, all the Inbor- 

the vineyards come to town to 
Cake for two months in the packing 
hoses. They sit in long rows, boxes of 
raisins in front of them, doing the select- 
ing arid clearump of the clusters. They 
take aff their conts, bot all mist tpion 
wearlige ‘clucrio their work the broad- 
brimmed, bigh-crowned peasant hats. 
Thos they make rather a droll picture 
and ate called ly the Spaniards los sedis 
(the. wise men). 

There are other rows of tables at which 
stund girls anid women, placing: the lavers 
of raisins within their “valentines” ani 
oie Me hows of pretty riltbons, 

The large raisin stores are used only 
three mouths in the year, and after the 
season the Artist obtained a top floor of 
one of them fora stadia, It had white- 
washed walls. windows overlooking the 
dnll-red roofs and distant mountains i the 
hackeround, aml a large skylight through 
which poured all winter long the warm 
Andalusian sunshine,

FANTASTIC TALES AROUT WINNERS 


In the Christmas lottery as many as 
60,000 tickers are sold at 2,900 presetas 
each, These are divided into 20 parts in- 
stead of 10, each part costing too pesetas, 
Merchants buy these tickets and divide 
them inte “participations” of & péseta or 
50 centimes, 

The winning sumbers in each lottery 
are telegraphed to all the daily newspapers 
and published the following day; and 
many are the fantastic tales of haw a boot- 
black has became tich overnight, er how 
the gordo has fallen to some hicky mvestor 
in far-off Cota, Two vears aco an Eng- 
lish clerk in a Madrid office won a large
